Work To Start 
In Mountains 


FRESNO -— Project for 
resurfacing of 9.7 miles of 
Highway 190 between Pierpoint 
Drive and Quaking Aspen 
meadow is now getting 
underway, following a 12-day 
moratorium on all state projects 
in the wake of President Richard 
Nixon’s announcement of 
cutbacks in ffederal aid 
construction funds. 

Following a study of state 
projects, Governor Ronald 
Reagan last week lifted the 
moratorium, thereby allowing 
the Highway 190 project that 
will be done by the Fresno 
Paving company, low bidder at 
$469,282. 

The California Division of 
Highways report indicates large 
sections of the stretch have 
deteriorated developing cracks, 
potholes and other defects, and 
attributes the condition to the 
10-year-old logging operation in 
the area. 

Other county projects involve 
resurfacing: Route 65 between 
the city limits of Lindsay and a 
point almost four miles south of 
Route 190; Route 69 from a 
point 3.1 miles north of 
Highway 198 and the 
intersection with Avenue 232, 
and Route 201 from Highway 
63 to the Friant-Kern canal.
